If validated, a 
signal to that effect is generated. 

If the two validation signals (from the Spea ker matching and the Verification 
matching) are received, an acceptance o f the user to the system js made. If the two 
validation siohals are not received, the user is reje cted apd access to the system js 
denied to the user. - 
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
